West Germany understands 
Israel’s security demands

West German President Richard 
von Weizsaecker last night said that 
the Germans have “a deep under- 
standing for Israel's demand for de- 
finitive security." At the same time, 
the visiting head of state, at the 
dinner hosted by President Chaim 
Herzog, expressed support for the 
Palestinian right to self- 
determination. 

Von Weizsaecker. however, stres- 
sed that Palestinian self- 
determination must be compatible 
with Israel s security. 

In an allusion to Israel’s recent 
raid on the PLO headquarters in 
Tunis, von Weizsaecker said that 
violence would not bring about 


peace, “but neither will its conde- 
mnation." 

Speaking of German-Israeli rela- 
tions, the president said that “every 
German bears the legacy of his na- 
tion's history - the legacy of its entire 
history.” 

Von Weizsaecker was greeted 
: upon his arrival just before noon at 
Ben-Gurion Airport for his three- 
day state visit by Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres and a large number of 
other cabinet ministers. 

Herzog at the airport praised von 
Weizsaecker's personal record, 
saying: "We welcome you and your 
wife as true and tried friends of our 
people. You are no stranger to Israel 
and have demonstrated, on many 
occasions throughout your career. 


your dedication towards reconcilia- 
tion and your concern for our fu- 
ture." Herzog described voo Weiz- 
saecker's visit as historic. He said 
that the past must never be forgot- 
ten. but that the future must not be 
ignored. 

Sounding a similar theme, the 
West German president recalled the 
Nazi persecution of the Jews and 
pledged: “We Germans will certain- 
ly not shun remembrance of the 
past." 

He also touched on Gerraan- 
Israel relations today, and called for 
their further development. On the 
Middle East, von Weizsaecker. corn- 
men ted: 'To continue the task of 
development, the people in Israel

Peres teDs of worry over Saudi arms sale

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
voiced Israel’s concern over an im- 
pending new Germ an -Saudi arms 
deal to the German president. 
Richard von Weizsaecker, in a pri- 
vate conversation yesterday even- 
ing. 

The two men met alone, as is 
customary, before joining their aides 
for a broader working session. 

Peres related to reported plans by 
a group of German companies to 
sign a $3.5 billion deal - with the 
Federal government's approval - to 
build arms and ammunition factories 
in Saudi Arabia. 

Previous government statements 
that such sales would be explored 
have raised strong criticism in Israel. 

The Economics Ministry on May 
14 approved the request from a lead- 
ing West German arms manufactur- 
er. Rheinmetall, to negotiate over 


building a plant in Saudi Arabia that 
would make shells for tanks and 
artillery, a government spokesman 
told a news conference. 

Israeli sources said that Acting 
Foreign Minister Mosbe Arens 
would take up the same issue today 
when he meets Germany's Foreign 
Minister, Hans-Dietrich Genscher. 
who is accompanying Weizsaecker 
on his four-day state visit to Israel. 

At the Peres- Weizsaecker broad 
working session, the Israeli leader 
referred obliquely to the arms deal, 
noting that Israel opposes the sale of 
advanced weapons to countries 
which are in a stale of war with it. 

Peres treated his guest to a de- 
tailed survey of current peace efforts 
in the region. He stressed Israel’s 
desire for “immediate direct nego- 
tiations" with a Jordanian- 
Paiestinian delegation. While Israel 
rejected Soviet and Chinese involve- 


ment. it was actively searching for 
alternative methods by which to 
make progress. 

The president professed himself 
“very encouraged," according to 
Israeli sources, by Peres’s outline of 
the diplomatic prospects and of 
Israel’s intentions. 

A good deal of the discussion, and 
of an earlier meeting between Peres 
and Genscher, wastaken up with the 
problems of terrorism in general, 
and of the current seaborne hijack in 
particular. 

There are German citizens aboard 
the hijacked cruise-ship, and the 
visitors received constant updates 
from their government on the un- 
folding drama. 

Peres said the fight against terror- 
ism, far from impeding the. peace 
process, in fact enhanced the 
chances of progress towards peace,

Egyptian report on Sinai killings due today

Israel expects a preliminary report 
about Saturday's murder of seven 
Israelis in Sinai today, when Israeli 
Ambassador Mosbe Sasson meets 
with Egyptian Defence Minister 
Mohammed Abdul-Halim Abu- 
Ghazala. 

Sasson. in his meeting with the 
Egyptian minister, wiU seek assur- 
ances about future protection for 
Israelis visiting the Sinai coast. Israel 
has no specific demands, but Sasson 
will probably want to hear Abu Gha- 
zala's ideas on safeguarding vacation- 
ers. 

Israeli ministers are still con- 
cerned about severe lapses in Egyp- 
tian behaviour towards visiting 
i 1 Israelis before, during and after the 


attack, and will discuss the matter 
during today’s inner cabinet meet- 
ing. 

The 10 members of the inner 
cabinet will probably not have the 
results of the Egyptian investigation, 
but they will have a report based on 
interviews with survivors of the 
attack. 

Anger at the Egyptians is likely to 
focus on the poor medical care given 
to the wounded after the Egyptian 
soldier opened fire. The autopsies 
performed at the Abu Kabir forensic 
institute on the bodies of the seven 
victims have shown that four and 
possibly five of them died of loss of 
blood. They might have been saved 
if they had been evacuated im- 
mediately to a well-equipped hospit- 
al.

Coroners found that Sana Shelah 
and Ofrit Tore! died immediately 
from gunshot wounds in the head. 

Magistrate Judge Haman Shelah 
was shot in the stomach and could 
have been saved with proper medical 
care. His daughter, Tzlil, was shot in 
the spine and could have been saved, 
as well, but would have been para- 
lyzed. She also received minor gun- 
shot wounds, but. without treat- 
ment. she died possibly of loss of 
blood. Two boys who were injured 
in the onslaught told investigators 
that the girl had told them that she 
could not move. 

Two other children, Amir Baum 
and Dina Bari, were shot in the leg 
and died of loss of blood, coroners 
found. Anita Griffel was shot in the 
arm and also died of loss of blood. 

In the meantime, in Cairo, accord- 
ing to the Associated Press, Assis- 
tant Foreign Minister Mohsen 
Fahmy told reporters Egypt will in- 
form Israel of the results “when the 
investigation is completed." 

"Israel has not requested the 
formation of a joint commission to 
investigate the incident," Fahmy 
said. “This is a purely Egyptian 
sovereign matteT." 

Cabinet to submit 
healthpayments bill

The cabinet yesterday voted to 
submit a bill to the Knesset for 
increasing the health fund premiums 
paid by employers by 0.5 per cent. 

The increase in these premiums 
(mas makbif) was first approved by 
the cabinet in early September, as a 
means of raising an additional $35 
million for the country's health sys- 
tem. 

The major cabinet opponent of 
the mas makbil increase has been 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i, 
because it would force the govern- 
ment as an employer to increase its 
labour costs. Moda'i is ifow abroad 
at the International Monetary Fund 
meeting in South £orea. 


Two Americans said killed as 
hijackers call for Israel talks

BEIRUT. - Hijackers claimed 
they killed two Americans 
aboard the commandeered Ita- 
lian cruise liner Achille Lauro 
yesterday and told port author- 
ities here they want to negotiate 
with Israel as the ship sailed west 
.toward Cyprus. 

Other reports, however, said 
all the ship's passengers were 
alive. 

In Nicosia, a government source 
said Cyprus will follow Syria's exam- 
ple and refuse to allow the liner to 
dock at any Cypriot port. 

As night fell, armed men of the 
special police mobile reserve were 
seen taking up positions at the port 
of Lamaca, the closest harbour on 
Cyprus’s southeast coast to the Sy- 
rian port of Tartus. 

The radio contact with Beirut port 
occurred one hour after the ship 
lifted anchor at 7:00 p.m. and began 
sailing away from the Syrian coast. 

A hijacker who identified himself 
as Omar shouted through the radio: 
“We will hit any ship, any plane that 
tries to approach us." 

“I want to negotiate. I want to 
negotiate with Israel. I want you to 
convey this message. 1 want to 
negotiate with Israel," said the hi- 
jacker. 

“That’s all. I want to break off 
now," Omar added, terminating 
contact without elaborating or re- 
peating the claim he reportedly 


made to Syrian port authorities that 
two Americans have been killed. 

The ship bad anchored for nearly 
four hours at a distance of 25 kms off 
the Syrian Mediterranean port of 
Tartus. 

The terrorists had sailed the liner 
into Syria’s territorial waters after 
seizing the ship when it left the 
Egyptian port of Alexandria Mon- 
day. 

In Rome, the Italian Foreign 
Ministry said the Syrian authorities 
bad declined to let the ship with its SO 
passengers and 330 crew dock at 
Tartus. 

We’re aligning ourselves with the 
American position, that is not to 
negotiate with terrorists,” Italy’s 
charge d’affaires in Damascus, Piet- 
ro Cordone. told reporters. 

“I’ve asked Syria on behalf of my 
government not to allow the ship 
into Syrian waters,’’ Cordone 
added. 

Earlier, Lebanese radio reports 
said the hijackers had requested the 
presence of the ambassadors of the 
U.S.. Britain, West Germany and 
Italy on board the Achille Lauro as it 
lay off Tartus. 

Cordone said he was preparing to 
leave for Tartus along with West 
German Ambassador Herbert 
Woeckel when he received instruc- 
tions not to contact the pirates. 

It was not immediately dear if 
British and American diplomats 
were.also trying to reach Tartus.

Did the terrorists miss the boat?

HAIFA. - The Palestinian terrorists 
who hijacked the Achille Lauro be- 
tween Alexandria and Port Said on 
Monday may have been intending to 
commandeer the Norwegian Royal 
Viking Sky, on which President 
Reagan’s daughter was sailing, a 
maritime source here said yesterday. 

The hijacking stay either have 
been toe late for the Sky, which 
docked in Alexandria two days be- 
fore the Lauro. or may have been 
scared off by the tight security on 
and around the ship to protect Mau- 
reen Reagan Morgan. 

The Norwegian luxury cruiser, on 
a Mediterranean cruise like the 
Lauro. docked in Alexandria last 
Friday and in Port Said on Saturday 


before arriving in Haifa for a two- 
day stay on Sunday morning. It 
sailed on Monday night for Pireus. 
The Lauro was two days behind it. 

The luxurious and much more 
modem Sky called here last April 
and May on similar Mediterranean 
cruises with wealthy American tour- 
ists on board, and is scheduled to 
dock here again next Sunday, via 
Alexandria and Port Said. 

The Achille Lauro, a 25,000 ton 
vessel, has been caning in Israel for 
many years. For the past few years, it 
bas docked at Ashdod rather than 
Haifa. 

There were no Israeli passengers 
on board the Lauro, but a number of 
Israelis were to have boarded her in 
Ashdod, where she was due to have 
arrived yesterday morning. 


Ship hijackers notorious 
for eccentric raids on Israel 


BEIRUT (AP). - The Palestine Li- 
beration Front, to which hijackers of 
the Italian cruise ship claim they 
belong, is a small, splinter faction 
notorious for carrying out the first 
air raids against Israel with balloons 
and hang-gliders. 

.The PLF is an Iraqi-backed 
Marxist-oriented group that be- 
lieves -in escalating the armed strug- 
gle against Israel rather than seeking 
a negotiated settlement 

The 1,500 strong group was 
formed by Syrian -bom Mohammed 
Abbas, who split from the Libyan- 
backed Popular Front for the Li- 
beration of Palestine-General Com- 
mand m 1976, another group within 
the PLO. 

The schism came after the PFLP- 
GC supported a Syrian thrust in 


Lebanon against Yasser Arafat’s 
PLO, fighting alongside Moslem and 
leftist factions against right-wing 
Christians in the Lebanese dvfi war. 

The PLF launched the terrorists’ 
first air attacks against Israel from 
South Lebanon in 1981. 

The first operation was on March 
7, when a PLF terrorist flew a moto- 
rized hang-glider into northern 
Israel in an attempt to rocket an oil 
refinery near Haifa. The group said 
Abul Abbas, a husky, dark-haired 
man, personally masterminded the 
operation. 

The attack was a failure. 

Another PLF glider pilot failed to 
cross the border the same day and 
was captured by Israeli-backed mili- 
tiamen in South Lebanon.

Jerusalem confident: 
Italy won’t succumb’

Israeli officials asserted with 
ostensible confidence last night that 
Italy would not “succumb to terror- 
ism" by demanding that Israel re- 
lease imprisoned Palestinian terror- 
ists as the hijackers of the Achille 
Lauro reportedly require. 

The Israeli officials said Italy had 
not conveyed any such demand dur- 
ing the long day of constant and 
intensive contacts between the two 
governments. “And if they haven’t 
done’ so yet - they’re not going to do 
so. They, too, are against giving in to 
terrorism.” the officials reasoned. 

But it was unclear late last night 
whether this assessment was 
grounded in solid information and 
analysis, or rather in an intense and 
optimistic desire that this latest 
Palestinian terror outrage somehow 
pass Israel by. 

Plainly the Israeli government 
would be desperately embarassed if. 
as the affair unfolds, it is confronted 
by demands from Italy, or from 
other countries whose nationals are 


held hostage on the ship, to release 
prisoners. Only five months ago 
Israel released 1.150 Palestinian and 
Shi’ite prisoners, among them con- 
victed multiple-murderers, to secure 
the release of just three of its own 
POWs held by Ahmed Jibril’s 
Palestinian terror group. 

Yesterday, at any rale, the gov- 
ernment in Jerusalem tried to main- 
tain as low a profile as possible, 
while the cruise-ship made its way 
northwards, parallel to the Israeli 
coastline. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
noted blandly that the vessel was not 
in Israeli territorial waters and that 
so far Israel had not been requested 
by anyone to take any action. 

Peres spoke to newsmen after a 
meeting with German Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher. 
who is accompanying President 
Richard von Weizsaecker here. 

Cabinet Secretary Yossi Beilin 
made the same point after a brief 
cabinet meeting. He said that Italy 
had made no demands of Israel. The 
cabinet, moreover, had not discus-

Jewish worshippers shot 

‘Crazy’ Tunisian guard 
kills three and injures 15 


TUNIS (AP). - A Tunisian security 
guard opened fire on a group of 
people in the main business district 
on the island of Djerba yesterday, 
killing three and wounding 15 others 
’including some of the Jewish 
faith," the official news agency re- 
ported. 

According to the agency, Tunis 
Afrique Presse, the attacker “sud- 
denly went crazy” and began shoot- 
ing. The attacker was overpowered 
and a special security unit was inves- 
tigating the incident. Tap said. Two 


of the dead were reportedly Jews 
who were coming out of a synago- 
gue after prayers. 

The attack came one week after 
Israeli aircraft destroyed the head- 
quarters of the PLO in a Tunis 
suburb, killing 61 Palestinians and 12 
Tunisians. 

Many of Tunisia's 5.000 Jews live 
on the island of Djerba. about 600 
kilometres south of Tunis off the 
southern coast. 

Neither the attacker nor the vic- 
tims were identified. 


Reagan ordered U.S. abstention in Security Council vote

WASHINGTON. - The White 
House yesterday said President 
Ronald Reagan personally made the 
derision against vetoing last Friday’s 
UN Security Council resolution 
which sharply condemned Israel for 
attacking PLO headquarters in 
Tunisia. 

The U.S. abstention during that 
roll call was a bitter disappointment 
for Israeli officials, including Fore- 
ign Minister Yitzhak Shamir who is 
scheduled to meet here today with 
Vice President George Bush and 


Secretary of Stale George Shultz. 

“The president was totally in- 
volved through the day (last Friday) 
in the policy development." White 
House spokesman Larry Speakes 
told reporters. 

Shamir is expected to complain 
today about the U.S. abstention de- 
spite U.S. efforts since then to reas- 
sure Israel of America’s continued 
opposition to terrorism. Shultz tele- 
phoned Shamir over the weekend 
with that message. 

In recent days, however, the 
Reagan administration has waffled 
between supporting and criticizing 


the Israeli assault. U.S. officials 
have made the point that while they 
understand the circumstances lead- 
ing up to the Israeli raid, they cannot 
condone it. 

At the White House yesterday, 
Speakes announced that Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres had accepted 
Reagan’s invitation to meet at the 
White House on October 17. The 
prime minister is coming to the U.S. 
to participate with other worid lead- 
ers in ceremonies marking the 40th 
anniversary of the UN. 

Speakes, meanwhile, flatly denied 
the latest assertions by PLO chair- . 


man Yasser Arafat that the U.S. had 
allowed Israeli planes to refuel at 
American-run Nato bases. Arafat, 
in an interview published in The Los 
Angeles Times, said National Secur- 
ity Adviser Robert McFarlane had 
specifically given orders to let the 
Israeli planes refuel. 

"That’s simply not true." Speakes 
said. “It's a line "that Arafat has been 
taking for the last week or so. ever 
since the Israeli raid. It's not so." 

Speakes added: “We had no adv- 
ance knowledge. We had no parti- 
cipation. and we were not aware of it 
until after it occurred. ’* 


Amnesty report critical of Israel in territories

LONDON. - Israel’s human rights 
record, especially its treatment of 
detainees in the administered terri- 
tories, is criticized by the London- 
based, Amnesty International in its 
annual report, published today. The 
organization records that during 
1984 “dozens of regular, border and 
military police" were charged with 
offences against suspects, and 17 
were subsequently sentenced. 

Amnesty devotes four pages -to 
Israel,' the same number as Egypt, 
Iran, and Libya, but points out that 
space does not reflect the quality of a 
country’s human rights record. 
Some countries provide easier 


sources of verified information than 
others. In Iraq, for example, 
Amnesty was unable to gauge the 
number of executions during the 
year. 

In the “occupied, territories" it 
reports allegations which include the 
routine use of prolonged periods of 
hooding and enforced standing, 
beatings, sleep deprivation and sub- 
jection to hot and cold showers, "as 
well as insults, and threats to and 
humiliation of detainees and their 
families." 

From Sooth Lebanon Amnesty 
notes stories of ill treatment and 
torture of Palestinian and Lebanese 
detainees at interrogation centres 
run by the General Security Service, 


and they allege that techniques used 
were similar to those reported in the 
“occupied territories," although 
there were some instances of "har- 
sher treatment." 

The use by Israel of powers of 
arbitrary arrest and short term de- 
tention without trial is also criti- 
cized, and Amnesty labels the ex- 
isting safeguards for detainees as 
largely “ineffective and unsatisfac- 
tory.” 

Last November Amnesty issued a 
report which investigated “town 
arrest orders" in both Israel and the 
territories. It noted then that “the 
authorities” had stated that a "new 
directive” had been issued in 
September, ordering the police to 


use “every possible means of reduc- 
ing the damage" to restricted indi- 
viduals’ personal life and livelihood. 
More detailed information was also 
to be supplied to those affected. 

However, during the year under 
review. Amnesty heard of 70 per- 
sons held under restriction orders, 
although some 25 had their orders 
lifted during the year. It reports that 
journalists, bookshop owners and 
students were arrested for having 
indirect links with certain Palesti- 
nians and it was especially concerned 
about reports of schoolchildren and 
students being held incommunicado 
for up to 18 days. 

Amnesty said that detention proc-

In Rome, Italian government offi- 
cials made some military moves but 
pushed fora peaceful solution to the 
hijacking. 

"We are working and we will work 
so that everything may be resolved 
for the best. We are trying to avoid a 
tragedy." said Socialist Premier Bet- 
tino Craxi. 

While Italian armed forces were 
placed on alert. Craxi and Foreign 
Minister Giulio Andreotti held a 
series of meetings, including with the 
ambassadors of Israel and the U.S. 
as well as Archbishop Hilarion 
Capucci. a Syrian-born prelate who 
was once jailed by the Israelis on 
charges of smuggling weapons to 
Palestinians. 

Foreign Minister Giulio Andreotti 
said that one of the first people he 
turned to was Palestine Liberation 
Organization Chairman Yasser Ara- 
fat. 

Italian officials say Arafat gave 
assurances that his group was not 
involved in the action "against a 
noble nation that has demonstrated 
its friendship to the Arab people" 
and offered to help. The hijackers 
have identified themselves as mem- 
bers of a splinter PLO group known 
as the Palestine Liberation Front. 

In Washington, a clearly angry 
and frustrated President Ronald 
\ Reagan yesterday culled the ship 
hijacking "the "most ridiculous 
thing." 

Reagan briefly spoke about the 
incident as he prepared to meet at 
the White House with visiting Singa- 
pore Prime Minister Li. The presi- 
dent said the LLS. was still trying to 
gel as much information as possible 
about the piracy. 

The White House spokesman said 
there had been no change on the 
American position about capitulat- 

• ing to terrorist demands. "Our posi- 
tion is well known.” he said, indicat- 

* ing that the U.S. did not want Israel 
to release the prisoners. 

In Amman, Jordan denounced the

unlawful arrest. 

Israeli was arrested for allegedly 
interfering with KJeineman on tbe 
Tel Aviv promenade when the sap- 
per was checking a suspicious object. 

The Police Ministry last night said 
that Bar-Lev was "pleased" that 
Zamir's conclusions regarding the 
incident generally followed the 
police Internal Investigations 
Bureau report. 

That report discounted some of 


Israeli's claims of beatings as "ex- 
aggerated." yet was critical of the 
judgment of both KJeineman, a sap- 
per, and Mizrahi, the duty officer in 
the- police station where Israeli was 
taken. 

The Jerusalem photographer was 
also satisfied According to friends 
of the family, Israeli said he was 
"pleased to know there is justice," 
when he learned of Zamir's recom- 
mendations. 


The affair highlighted public cri- 
ticism of tbe police for alleged bru- 
tality, coming shortly after tbe re- 
lease of a state comptroller's report 
that described the police as using the 
powers of arrest much too freely. 

In his sometimes scathing letter to 
the police recommending trials for 
the two policemen, Zamir referred 
to die state comptroller's report on 
arrests and the conditions in which 
suspects are held in lockups. 

"As a general lesson to be learned 
from this incident,” wrote Zamir, "it 
appears to me that there is room for 
more training of policemen as to 
when arrest is justified." 

After tbe Israeli case and the state 
comptroller report, Bar-Lev insti- 
tuted a policy that weeds out repeat 
offenders among policemen who 
have been tried for unwarranted 
violence.

yesterday told 77 k? Jerusalem Post. 
Nachmann said that the issue of 
German arms sales to the Arabs is 
just part of the general European 
policy of weapon supplies to Israel's 
adversaries. 

It was reported last night by Radio 
Luxemburg that tbe U.S. and the 
Soviets are negotiating the release of 
refusenik Anatoly Shcharansky, but 
not of scientist Andre Sakharov. Tbe 
report, relayed by Israel Radio, said 
that East German lawyer Wolfgang 
Vogel was acting as an intermediary. 

Vogel has mediated in past East- 
West spy exchanges. 

The West German magazine Der 
Spiegel had reported earlier that the 
negotiations concerned the release 
of both Shcharansky and Sakharov, 
which would be carried out following 
next month's meeting between U.S. 
President Reagan and Gorbachev.

Von Weizsaeckcr and his entour- 
age proceeded to the Rose Garden 
at the Knesset in Jerusalem where a 
traditional welcome of bread and 
salt was offered by the capital's 
Sephardi and Ashkenazi Chief Rab- 
bis. Jerusalem Mayor Teddy KoUek 
welcomed von Weizsaecker who, in 
turn commented, “It is good to come 
back to friends." 


After lunch with Herzog, von 
Weizsaecker proceeded to Yad 
Vashem, where he laid a wreath at 
the Hall of Remembrance and vi- 
sited the museum . He also witnessed 
the planting of a tree by a German 
woman designated as a Righteous 
Gentile, Anny Kreddig, for herself 
and her husband Walter. 

At the entrance to Yad Vashem, 
von Weizsaecker's car drove past a 


group of Betar youth staging a de- 
monstration. They carried placards 
protesting West German arms sales 
to Saudi Arabia and demanding that 
Germany acknowledge its national 
guilt. One of the placards said: 
“Herr Praesident- begmesst ad per- 
sonam” (Mr. President, welcome as 
a person), while another said: "Bun- 
despraeadent rails” (Federal Presi- 
dent go home) with two u s"s styled 
to form the SS symbol. 

At a state dinner given last night in 
von Weizsaecker’s honour at Beit 
Hanassi, Herzog said that "you 
occupy and will continue to occupy a 
special place in the history of your 
people, and in the history of our 
common experience," because of 
the "historic" address which you 
delivered to the Bundestag on May 
8, 1985. 

"As you put it, “we need and we 
‘have the strength to look the truth 
stipaight in the eye without embellish- 
ment and without distortion.' No 
one in the future will be able to 
discuss the problem of our relations 
without having recourse to that 
address."

Most of yesterday's meeting was 
taken up with reports from Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin on tbe 
shooting in Sinai on Saturday and 
the smashing of the terror ring in the 
Hebron Hills on Sunday. Rabin also ' 
summed up the IAF bombing of the 
PLO base in Tunisia last Tuesday. 
The cabinet sat as the Ministerial 
Defence Committee. 

The inner cabinet was due to dis- 
cuss the seaborne hijack in greater 
depth last night or today. 

But sources close to Peres main- 
tained last night that the public row 
last week had not seriously spoiled 
the close working relationship which 
Peres succeeded in establishing with 
Italy's leaders during his visit to 
Rome in February this year. 

Western diplomatic sources said 
there was "absolutely no connec- 
tion " between tbe hijacking and a 
stiff message handed yesterday to 
Italian Ambassador Corrado Taliani 
by David Kimche, the director- 
general of the Foreign Ministry. 
Kimche criticized a comparison 
made by Italian Foreign Minister 
Giulio Andreotti between the vic- 
tims of the Tunis bombing and the 
victims of the Nazis in Rome during 
World War IT. Kimche's message 
said the comparison was "an insult to 
the Jewish people/’ 

According to diplomatic sources it 
is not yet dear whether the govern- 
ment in Rome has received a full list 
of the 50 terrorists the hijackers want 
freed. 


TJie only communication Israel is 
-known to have received on the sub- 
ject of freeing terrorists was a re- 
quest for information on Monday 
night about Samir Sami Kuntar, one 
of tbe two survivors of the four-man 
terrorist cell that attacked the Haran 
family in Nahariya in April 1979. 
Kuntar is serving a 47-and-a-half- 
year prison term. 

It is still unclear whether the ter- 
rorists asked about terrorists other 
than Kuntar, who was - like the 
hijackers - a member of the Pales- 
tine liberation Front. 

The precise affiliation of the ter- 
rorists on board the Achille Lauro 
was also the subject of some discus- 
sion between Jerusalem and Rome. 
Andreotti daimed that the terrorists 
were part of the PLF splinter group 
that was under Syrian aegis and 
hostile to Arafat. 

But in Israel, officials said with a 
measure of grim satisfaction that the 
terrorists were affiliated with Abul 
Abbas, the leader of a PLF splinter 
group which has sided with Arafat 
against Syria. 

Italian Premier Bettino Craxi has 
expressed support for Arafat in the 
wake of Israd's raid on Tunis.

Noah Mozes buried

‘Egyptian customs officials robbed me of $8,400/ tourist says

Egyptian customs officials at the Rafiah border 
crossing on Monday robbed an Australian tourist 
of $6,400 in cash, charging him with attempting to 
smuggle die foreign currency out of Egypt, the 
tourist said. 

Mr. Paul Kamsler, travelling with an Egged 
tour bus on the Cairo-Te! Aviv route told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that as he was leaving the 
customs building an official stepped in front of him 
and 1 demanded; "Show me money. 1 Kamsler s 
son, 28, who was carrying his father's cash, took 
out the $7,000 he was carrying in his purse- belt, 
and "the official snatched it and began waving it 
around." • 

"Egyptian officials then took my son. and the 
money, through a door marked "police," where 
he was held for an hour before I was allowed to go 
in and see him. As I was being led into the room. 


tbe Egyptian officer accompanying me warned 
that I should not mention that I am a Jew. 
"because they'll send you to jail in Cairo - you'll 
be charged with smuggling." 

“My son was pale and trembling when I was 
brought in to see him, and the Egyptian officer 
apparently in charge told me through an interpre- 
ter. that we were criminals and would be charged 
with smuggling. He was counting my money as he 
was talking to me. 

After much argument. Kamsler was finally 
given a "receipt" for his money and he and his son 
were allowed to proceed to the Israeli side of the 
border. He and his son were each allowed to 
retain 5300 in cash. 

The Australian consulate in Tel Aviv explained 
that there was little that could be done to retrieve 
the money. Kamsler was shown a tang list of 


names of people who had encountered similar 
difficulties and was told that letters of complaint to 
the Egyptian Embassy in Tel Aviv had gone 
unanswered. 

The Egyptian Embassy could not be reached for 
comment last night, but Kamsler told The Post 
that he had telephoned the embassy where an 
official told him - in perfect English - to "learn 
Arabic first and then contact me. " 

Tourism sources told The Post yesterday that 
such incidents were not uncommon and that little 
could be done about them. 

Kamsler stressed that on arriving in Egypt he 
had sought to fill out a currency declaration form, 
detailing exactly how much foreign currency he 
was bringing into the country, but had been told 
on his TWA flight into Cairo, in the airport 
terminal itself, and again in an Egyptian bank, 
that the forms were unavailable.

PM’s office denies report 
of Peres-Gorbachev talks

The Prime Minister's Office last 
night denied a report that Premier 
Peres met secretly last week with 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev in 
Paris. 

"No such meeting took place," 
said Peres' spokesman Uri Savir. 

The report appears in today’s 
issue of Koteret Rashit, a political 
weekly magazine. 

The magazine told Galei Zahal 
yesterday that its information had 
coipe from one source and that offi- 
cial spokesmen in Jerusalem and 
Paris had denied.it. 

The story is intriguing, neverthe- 
less, particularly because of its tim- 
ing - at a period of intense specula- 
tion surrounding the Soviet role in 
Middle East peace efforts. 

Peres has stated repeatedly - and 
he made the same point to German 
President Richard von Weizsaecker 
yesterday evening - that Israel will 
not agree to Soviet or Chinese “au- 
spices" for a Mideast peace confer- 
ence unless these two Communist - 
superpowers first establish full di- 


plomatic relations with Israel. 

On other recent occasions the pre- 
mier has hinted that he anticipates, 
or at least hopes for, an imminent 
relaxation in Soviet policy towards 
Jews seeking to emigrate. These 
hints have been linked by some 
observers to a recent mission to 
Moscow by Edgar Bronfman, presi- 
dent of the World Jewish Congress. 

Bronfman delivered a letter from 
Peres to , Gorbachev. Last week 
Bronfman's aide, Israel Singer, 
briefed Peres privately in Jerusalem 
on the outcome of that mission. 

All these developments, have 
occurred shortly before the; 
Gorbachev-Reagan summit, sche- 
duled for Geneva next month - and' 
this has heightened speculation that 
there could be progress on Soviet- 
Israeli relations, or on the Soviet 
Jewry issue, or both. 

Some observers have suggested 
that Sovier concessions regarding 
Jewish emigration could be matched 
by Israeli recognition of a Soviet role 
in possible regional peace negotia- 
tions. 


Terrorist bomb explodes near Beit El 


A terrorist bomb exploded at a 
restaurant near the headquarters of 
West Bank administration at Beit El 
yesterday. No one was injured, 
military sources reported. 

The bomb, buried at a restaurant 
near civil administration HO. ex- 
ploded at 10 a. m. It had beeft stuffed 
in a pipe and was activated by a 
clock, well-placed sources said. 

Security forces set upt roadblocks 
and detained several people for 
questioning. 

In another incident, a military bus 
travelling from Ma'ale Adumim to 
Jerusalem reportedly was fired on, 
but the shots missed. At about 1 
p.m. a para troop officer and soldier 
aboard the vehicle said they heard a 
burst of automatic fire near A-Tur. 
No evidence of gun-fire was found, 
and some sources suspect the two 


may have erred. 

A petrol bomb was hurled at a 
militatry bus at about 9 p.m. yester- 
day as it passed Rachel's Tomb in 
Bethlehem. The bomb exploded but 
no one was hurt . 

Earlier, a No. 70 Egged bus was 
stoned near Ra mall ah and one of its 
windows was smashed.

Security forces demolish 
homes of W. Bank terror gang 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Security forces yesterday des- 
troyed the homes of five members of 
the terrorist gang responsible for the 
murder of five Israelis and the 
wounding of IS others over the last 
17 months. 

The village of Surif was placed 
under curfew in the afternoon as an 
army bulldozer demolished the 
home of gang leader Mohammed 
Hassan Ghnaimar and his relative, 
car mechanic Mohammed Bardaiya, 
another gang member. Another re- 
lative's home, that of Mahmoud 
Ghnaimat, was blown up as well. 

An hour earlier. Mohammed a- 
Tus's home, in the neighbouring 
village of Jab'a, and Ali Haleile's 
house in Samu'a were demolished. 

The terrorists’ families knew on 
Sunday that the houses were to be 
destroyed, as they saw soldiers 
photographing and measuring the 
buildings. 

Ail the houses were empty and the 
demolitions were carried out with- 
out incident. 

Four of the five gang members 
were killed in a fire-fight with the 
special anti-terrorist Border Police 
unit in the hills south of Hebron on 
Sunday. The fifth man was wounded 
and captured. 

Gang leader Mohammed Hassan 
Ghnaimar had a record for theft in 
the Beit Shemesh area as a youth. 
He recently married and has two 
children. In 1982 he and fellow villa- 


ger Ahmed Bardaiya stole bags of 
animal feed from a nearby settle- 
ment. i 

Bardaiya sold the stolen goods 
and in the course of an argument 
between the two over dividing the 
money. Ghnaimat shot and killed 
Bardaiya. He was sent to Hebron 
jail, from where he escaped a year 
and a half ago. It is not felt in Surif 
that police made much of an effort to 
catch him. 

In 1984 he shot at a group of Israeli 
tourists in Wadi Fukin. injuring one 
of them, and also shot at a bus 
travelling from Jerusalem io Kjryat 
Arba. 

Among those from his village who 
helped and hid Ghnaimat were his , 
relative Mahmoud, who worked in 
Jerusalem's Fefferburg and Dolphin 
restaurants and in the Stern cafe in 
Rebov Dizengoff. Tel Aviv. 

Mechanic Mohammed Bardaiya 
worked at a garage at the Beit 
Shemesh crossroads, and opened a 
small garage in the village of Surif 
itself. 

A-Tus, a painter by profession, 
served six years in Hebron jail for 
the murder of a fellow Jab'a villager 
late in the 1960s. 

HaJeile received a gun from 
Mohammed Hassan Ghnaimat and 
used it to murder Zalman Obolnik in 
RamaJJab market earlier this year. 

All tiie gang members had worked 
in Israel proper and spoke fluent 
Hebrew. 


150-strong Dutch force 
to be withdrawn from Unifil

THE HAGUE (AP). - Dutch troops 
serving • in. the’ IJN /peace keeping 
force.in Lebanon (Unifil) are to tc 
withd'rawri'after more than six years 
of service, a Defence Ministry 
spokesman said yesterday. 

. In a letter to the Dutch parlia- 
ment, Defence Minister Job de Rui- 
ter and Foreign Minister Hans Van 
Den Brock said that the ISO Dutch 
troops will be withdrawn because of 
“concern for their safety." according 
to a spokesman. 

It was not yet known when the 
troops are to return to the Nether- 
lands. he said. 

Since the Netherlands joined Uni- 
fil in March 1979, about 9,000 Dutch 
troops, most of them conscripts, 
have served there, according to the 
spokesman. 

In March 1979, the Netherlands 
sent a batallion-sized unit of 850 men 
to Lebanon, but in October 1983, 


the Dutch contribution to Unifil was 
‘reduced to 150 troops. . , 

During ifs six-year term in south* 
era Lebanon, nine Dutch soldiers 
have died and 13 were injured, most 
of them in accidents not related to 
military action. 

In Stockholm, a Foreign Ministry 
spokeswoman said Sweden did not 
plan to joint the Netherlands in 
withdrawing its troops from Unifil. 
“We would treat a request for a 
continued contribution of Swedish 
troops positively," she said. ' 

UN Undersecretary-GeneraLlfi 
Brian Urquhart visited Unifil head- 
quarters in Nakoura yesterday and 
told Unifil officers that the force still 
enjoys the full backing of the UN . 
and that he has already received 
promises of further troops from 
countries in the force. Unifil may 
be enlarged by several hundred sol- 
diers, he said.

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Second woman dies in apartment house blast

A second person has died as a 
result of Monday's gas explosion in 
Jerusalem’s Katamon Tet neigh- 
bourhood. 

Maria Hymovite, 75, wbo lived in 
the second-floor apartment where 
the explosion occurred, died late 
Monday night at Hadassah hospital 
in Ein Keren!. The first casually. 
Ilka Schwartz, 50, was killed instant- 
ly by the blast, which injured 11 
others. Ail but four - who are now in 
stable condition - have been re- 
leased from hospital. 

Residents of the six apartments 
that were completely demolished 
have been temporarily housed by the 
Jerusalem municipality in several 
downtown hotels. 

Fire investigators, now in the final 


stages of their investigation, have 
ruled out the possibility cf terror and 
attribute the blast to a gas leak, in 
Hymovitz’s kitchen. “The building 
shows the classic signs of a spon- 
taneous explosion," Fire Depart- 
ment Commander Rami Yaffe. wbo 
is heading the investigation, said 
yesterday. “When the concentration 
of standard cooking gas, a butane- 
propane mixture, reaches between 
2-9 per cent, any spark can set off an 
explosion." Investigators are now 
searching for the cause of the spark. 

The most serious damage was to 
the apartments immediately above 
and below the explosion. A family 
with 11 children who live oa the 
fourth floor sustained no injuries. 

Yaffe said that the building, a 
relatively new Amigux housing pro- 
ject. suffered extensive damage, in 


part because of its pre-fab construc- 
tion. Hie sections, he explained, 
tend to blow apart. Some concrete 
slabs were found 30 metres away. 

None of the residents were trap- 
ped in the building. Firemen careful- 
ly sifted through the nibble suspect- 
ing that three miss ing residents were 
buried there. The residents, it was 
later learned, had left the building 
prior to the explosion. 

Some residents returned to the 
site yesterday to salvage what re- 
mained of their property. Avraham 
Cohen who was living on the first 
floor, immediately beneath the 
Hymovitz apartment, picked 
through the rubble and found some 
clothes that had survived undam- 
aged. “This is all that's left,” he said. 
“Everything has been destroyed - 


appliances, furniture, personal 
effects - and nothing was insured. 

“The city has promised to find us 
housing, but no commitments have 
been made for replacing our posses- 
sions.” 

Jerusalem’s Family Services De- 
partment has assumed responsibility 
for meeting the immediate needs of 
the displaced families. City spokes- 
man Ike Kedem reaffirmed Mayor 
Teddy Kollek's pledge ro do the 
utmost for them. 

“The short-term problems are 
placing the elderly residents in 
senior citizen's homes, the sick in 
hospitals and the rest in hotels.” said 
Kedem. “The long-term problems - 
where to eventually settle everyone 
and how to help them - are rougher 
to solve, but we'll do everything in 
our power to help them.” 


F ear of Aids boosts interest in bloodless laser surgery

TEL AVIV. - Public fears of con- 
tracting Aids from blood transfu- 
sions have intensified interest in 
“bloodless surgery”. Prof Yitzhak 
Kaplan, president of the Interna- 
tional Society for Laser Surgery and 
Medicine, said here yesterday. 

“Only in rare cases do patients 
operated on by a laser need blood 
transfusions. In fact, the laser 
allowed hemophiliacs to undergo 
surgeiy without fear,” he said. “We 
can use lasers any place that a scalpel 
can be used, and in certain types of 
surgery, such as of the brain, only a 
laser can be used,” he added. 

The la ' «• *- also helpful in treating 
cancer. The patient is injected with 
chemicals that are absorbed by the 
cells. These chemicals are subse- 


quently ejected by healthy cells but 
not by the malignant ones. The laser 
causes a chemical reaction that kills 
the malignant cells. 

This technique is used to treat 
almost all cancers. But it is highly 
effective only in early stages of the 
disease. Favourable results are 
achieved in easily reachable parts of 
the body, such as the intestines, 
respiratory system and external 
organs. 

Prof. Kaplan, who together with 
Uzi Sharon, an engineer, developed 
the first carbon dioxide laser used in 
medical surgery, was providing 
background for the Sixth Congress 
of the International Society for Las- 
er Surgery and Medicine, which 
opens in Jerusalem on October 13. 
Some 800 physicians, from over 30 


countries, are to attend, including 
two from the People’s Republic of 
China. China has put in a bid to host 
the next congress in 1987. 

The carbon-dioxide laser de- 
veloped by Kaplan and Sharon is 
called the Sharplan, a word formed 
from their names. 

Since 1972, about 1,000 sbarplans 
have been sold, and some 6,000 
surgeons in 38 countries use them. 
The sharplan was first used in 1972 at 
Tel Aviv's Beilinson Hospital. 

Kaplan said the slow replacement 
of “scalpel surgery by laser surgery 
was mainly because of the “con- 
servative attitude of surgeons, and 
the need to learn a new technique. 
The cost of a carbon-dioxide laser, 
between $30,000 to $50,000, also 
was an obstacle.

Ferraro urges 
convention to 
counter world 
terrorism

. -- . Former U. S. ■ vice-presidential 1 
candidate Geraldine Ferraro v ester- ! 
day urged Washington to “act and 
not just react” to international ter- 
■ rorism. She recommended an inter- ■ 
national anti-terror convention. 

Ferraro, on the second day of her 
two-day visit to Israel, expressed her 
sympathy for Israel and Italy for the 
current wave of terrorism. She was 
responding to a comment made by 
deputy foreign minister Ronnie Milo 
at the Jerusalem Plaza Hotel lun- 
cheon. 

Ferraro was Democrat Walter 
Mondale’s running mate in his un- 
successful bid to unseat President 
. Ronald Reagan in 1984 and a con- 
gresswoman from New York. 

She recalled the part played by the 
Teheran hostage crisis in causing the 
defeat in the 1980 elections of 
Democratic ex -President Jimmy 
Carter. 

Ferraro said that, when the Amer- 
ican Embassy hostages returned 
home, Reagan had promised that 
America would take action against 
terrorists in the future. Ferraro said, 
“It’s high time we did act, instead of 
just reacting.” 

She urged an American initiative 
in adopting a world convention for 
countering terrorism, holding ter- 
rorists' countries of origin account- 
able and punishing terrorists. “We 
must ask: When will the world do 
something to stop terrorism? When 
will we do something about this evil? 
We can even combine with enemies, 
never mind friends,” she declared. 

Milo welcomed Ferraro as “one 
of Israel’s best friends in the U.S.” 
Milo called the killing of seven 
Israelis by an Egyptian soldier inten- 
tional, adding, .‘Tm not-sure he (the 
soldier) was out of his mini” Milo - 
aired Israel’s disappointment over 
the UN resolution condemning 
Israel for its air raid on PLO head- 
quarters in Tunis without mention- 
ing PLO terrorism. 

The deputy minister spoke highly 
of Reagan and Secretary of State 
George Shultz. He thanked Ferraro 
for her efforts on behalf of Soviet 
Jewry. 

Ferraro said she would announce 
in November whether she would run 
for the U.S. Senate.

The Health Ministry is soon to 
request $1 mini on from the Treasury 
to purchase blood-testing kits to ex- 
amine all blood donated in the coun- 
try for the Aids virus. 

The final filing of the request is 
awaiting the outcome of tests on two 
U.S. -made kits, a minis try spokes- 
man said. The tests began over a 
month ago and are expected to be 
concluded within two weeks. 

Bat even in the absence of special 
tests, blood given to .certain high-risk 
groups - homosexuals, hemophi- 
liacs, and leukemia and kidney pa- 
tients - is routinely screened for the 
Aids virus or its antibodies. 

Health Ministry Director-General 
Dan Michaeli returned this week 
from a World Health Organization 
conference on Aids - Acquired Im- 
mune Deficiency Syndrome-held in 
Geneva, bringing with him new 
WHO guidelines for. combating the 
spread of the disease. 

Among other measures, the 


WHO recommends that anyone who 
has received a blood infusion during 
the past 10 years undergo a blood 
test for Aids antibodies. This is be- 
cause the disease can lie dormant in 
the body for many years, with no 
apparent symptoms, but can still be 
transmitted. • 

Michaeli expects the Treasury to 
allot the $lm. needed for the test 
kits. Testing on a national scale, on 
all incoming blood, will remove the 
threat of Aids infection from don- 
ated blood. (At least two of the 13 
Aids deaths in Israel were attributed 
to Aids-contaminated blood.) At a 
later stage, Michaeli said, indi- 
viduals who have received blood 
during the past 10 years could be 
tested at their own expense. 

' In a : recent 'b'iilfetin, the WHO 
1 noted that Aids may be transmitted 
by blood exchanged other than via 
sexual contact or contaminated 
syringes. “Any other activity involv- 
ing the possible exchange of blood - 
such as the sharing of razors and 
toothbrushes - should be avoided,” 
the WHO warned. 



Large U.S. hospital testing 
Israeli cancer-monitoring kit

A large U.S. cancer hospital is 
testing an Israeli-made kit for moni- 
toring the treatment of cancer pa- 
tients. 

Anderson Hospital in Houston, 
Texas, one of the largest cancer 
treatment centres in the U.S., treats 
nearly 1,500 out-patients daily. It 
recently purchased several hundred 
Urilev kits, manufactured by Lev 
Scientific Industries Ltd., following 
a lecture given by the kit's develop- 
er, Prof. Uriel Bachrach, at a cancer 
conference in the U.S. this past 
summer. 

Bachrach, head of the molecular 
biology department at Jerusalem's 
Hadassah-Hebrew University 
Medical School, developed Urilev as 
a by-product of his research on the 
correlation between the presence of 

Plane heads 
for Cologne, 
lands in Egypt

A German charter aircraft car- 
rying 157 passengers took off from 
Ben-Guxion airport for Cologne last 
Saturday, and unexpectedly headed 
for Egypt. The passengers were held 
inside the aircraft at Cairo airport for 
about six hours before the plane was 
allowed to continue its journey. 

The Airbus belonging to the Ger- 
man charter carrier Hapag Lloyd 
turned south for Egypt after leaving 
Israel’s airspace. 

Hapag Lloyd’s representative in 
Israel. Menahem Laufer, said the 
plane had been diverted to pick up 
the passengers of another Hapag 
Lloyd plane stranded in Aswan. He 
said a clerk in Aswan had cleared the 
plane for landing but when the air- 
craft reached Egyptian air space, the 
authorities ordered it to land in 1 
Cairo. 

Hapag Lloyd has no representa- 
tive in Cairo, so the passengers were 
not allowed off the plane. 

the German embassy was asked 
to help release the plane, and its 
efforts bore fruit only at 1230 a.m., 
when it took off again for Germany - 
without the passengers it was to pick 
up- 

The Israel Airports Authority 
complained to the Civil Aviation 
Administration over the diversion, 
and an inquiry was also reportedly 
opened in Germany. -

He found a correlation between 
the growth in the concentration of 
poly amines in urine and the growth 
of cancer cells, and then developed a 
relatively simple chemical kit to 
monitor this process. 

Urilev enables a laboratory to de- 
termine the effectiveness of a cancer 
patient’s treatment in a few hours, 
compared to the several days’ testing 
required by .previous methods. It 
allows doctors to discover quickly 
whether an excised cancerous 
growth has been eradicated and to 
adjust treatment dosages with grea- 
ter precision. 

Lev Scientific Industries director 
Ronnie Leibovitz said the firm has 
received requests from other cancer 
treatment centres in the U.S. and in 
Europe to test Urilev.

Eight men detained 
in Beersheba murders -

BEERSHEBA. - Eight men with 
criminal records have been detained 
by the police for questioning in the 
double murder on Sunday of Idit and 
Michel Dhdon, Negev police com- 
mander Haim Ben-Ayun said last 
nighL 

The murders apparently occurred 
as part of a struggle over the town’s 
drug market. 

Ben-Ayun declined to comment 
on whether the same pistol was used 
in the two murders, but ruled out a 
murder-suicide, because the weapon 
had not been fbnnd. It was originally 
reported that Idit Dadon had been 
stabbed to death.

“The use of a laser prevents bleed- 
ing since the ray actually welds blood 
vessles. Also it does not damage 
nearby tissue. 

“The greatest boon is to the patient 
himself. Pain is reduced greatly and 
the patient regains use of the parts of 
bis body that were operated on much 
faster. However, the patient does 
not get well any faster.” 

Laser Industries Ltd. was estab- 
lished by Yaacov Meridor and the 
late Yosef Kraraerman to produce 
the sharplan. The company's shares 
are traded on the New York Stock 
Exchange.

edures in the territories failed to 
provide the safeguards necessary to 
prevent the ill treatment of prison- 
ers. In particular it noted that any 
soldier bad the power to arrest with- 
out a warrant and that security sus- 
pects could be held for up to IS days 
without legal access before being 
brought to court. 

It labelled existing safeguards, 
such as habeas corpus, trial within a 
trial, and the machinery for investi- 
gating complaints, as “largely in- 
effective and unsatisfactory.” 

Reporting worldwide. Amnesty 
'‘learned details of over 1300 court- 
ordered executions in 1984, but the 
true total was certainly higher.” 
Official totals were not available in a 
□umber of countries, including Chi- 
na, Iran and Iraq, where many ex- 
ecutions were reported to have 
taken place. ■ - - 

.-South Africa hanged 114 people, 
111 of them black. Large numbers of 
people were jailed under the coun- 
try’s “pass laws,” which infringe hu- 
man rights, it said. 

Hundreds of Iraqi army deserters 
were executed. Amnesty said, and 
there were at least 661 executions in 
Iran, which invented a special 
machine to amputate limbs in 1984. 

In Afghanistan, Iran, Libya and 
other countries, special courts con- 
demned people after trials that failed 
to meet international standards of 
fairness. 

Other prisoners died as a result of 
neglect or malnutrition. Such deaths 
were reported from Cameroon, Sier- 
ra Leone, Zaire and other countries. 
In the Soviet Union, two human 
rights activists were known to have 
died in custody after the authorities 
rejected doctors’ recommendations 
that they be released. 

Unarmed civilians were -killed by 
government forces because of their 
political beliefs - real or imputed - 
during counter-insurgency opera- 
tions in Chad, El Salvador, Guate- 
mala, Peru, Uganda and other coun- 
tries. From Chile, Turkey and Uru- 
guay came reports of prisoners dying 
under torture. 

Amnesty cites cases in which poli- 
tical prisoners were tortured to 
death, burned alive, doused in urine, 
sexually assaulted, shackled and 
allowed to die in jails.

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Soviets bid to smash Afghan rebels 


ISLAMABAD ( AP). - Soviet forces 
are locked in heavy fighting in east- 
ern Afghanistan with rebels deter- 
mined to overthrow the govern- 
ment. western diplomatic sources 
said yesterday. 

Armourcd columns and waves of 
warplanes have been sighted leaving 
the Afghan capital of Kabul to join 
the offensive involving thousands of 
troops, they said. 

The sources said thousands of 
Soviet and Afghan government 
troops backed by armoured units, jet 
fighter-bombers and helicopter 
gunships were battling guerrillas in 
the Paghman area near Kabul and in 
Logar and Wardak provinces to the 
south and east. 

Soviet commanders appeared to be 
determined to clear Paghman of 


guerrilla units that use the area to 
mount attacks on nearby Kabul, the 
sources said. 

Soviet and Afghan aircraft have 
repeatedly attacked villages and 
other targets in Paghman and else- 
where to dislodge guerrillas and 
their supporters, the sources said. 
Refugees arriving in Kabul from the 
combat area reported widespread 
damage in villages hit by the air 
raids, they said. 

Guerrilla units were reported to 
be short of weapons and ammunition 
after heavy fighting. 

Columns of tanks and armoured 
vehicles have been seen moving out 
of Kabul in recent days, heading 
toward the Logar Valley to the 
south, the diplomatic sources re- 
ported. Activity at the main Soviet 


air base in Kabul has also been 
heavy, with jets and helicopters 
flying frequent missions, they said. 

A column of more than 100 light 
armoured fighting vehicles packed 
with Soviet troops and ammunition 
moved out of Kabul last Friday, the 
sources said. Many of the same vehi- 
cles returned two days later with the 
troops looking exhausted and dirty, 
they said. 

Guerrilla officials in the northern 
Pakistani city of Peshawar con- 
firmed reports of heavy fighting in 
Logar and said a Soviet force of 
about 5.000 troops was trying to cut 
insurgent supply lines in the area. 
Guerrilla forces were fighting back 
against heavy air and ground 
attacks, they said. 


Angolan advance repulsed, rebels claim 


LOMBA RIVER. Angola (AP). - 
Anti-Marxist rebels say they have 
repulsed the strongest offensive ever 
by Angolan soldiers and their Soviet 
and Cuban supporters in a fierce 
six-week battle. 

Rebel leader Jonas Savimbi told 
reporters at a camp in Southern 
Angola on Monday that his forces 
suffered 410 dead and 832 wounded 
in the battle of the Lomba River, 
involving 5.500 guerrillas and 4,600 
government soldiers. 

He estimated the Marxist Ango- 
lan government lost about 2,300 men 
in fighting on the south bank of the 
river lasting from August 19 until last 
week. The attackers were trying to 
take the key strategic town of 
Mavinga 20 kilometres south of the 
Lomba in southeastern Ansola. 


The dirt airstrip at the town 'is 
crucial for Savimbi’s National Union 
for the Total Independence of Ango- 
la (Unita) troops in their 10-year-old 
war against the government. Most 
supplies for Unita’s forward posi- 
tions are flown there from South 
Africa, Savimbi’s chief backer. 

Savimbi said the government was 
after a staging point for a thrust 
against Unita’s base camp near the 
border with South-West Africa. 

He said that nine Soviet and 38 
Cuban pilots and ground brigade 
advisers had been killed in the fight- 
ing as Savimbi's men halted and then 
drove tack advancing government 
forces. Fighting was continuing 50 
kilometres north of the town, he 
said.

- A rubber 
wheel-chock fell from a Belgian car- 
go aircraft and crashed through the 
roof of London's main fruit and 
vegetable market yesterday, a 
spokesman for Heathrow Airport 
said.

when it fell from a Sabena Airlines 
Boeing 737 onto the roof at the New 
Co vent Garden wholesale market, 
he added. 

The chock, a wedge-shaped ob- 
ject, is used to hold the plane station- 
ary when parked. 


French to Greenpeace: 
Stay out of our water 

ABOARD THE BALNY, off 
Mururoa (AP). - The French navy 
issued a written warning yesterday to 
the captain of the anti-nuclear pro- 
test ship Greenpeace as the vessel 
entered the “contiguous zone” off 
the French nuclear testing site at 
Mururoa Atoll. 

An officer from the French frigate 
Enseigne de Vaisseau Henry 
boarded a small boat and crossed the 
open sea to the Greenpeace, several 
hundred metres away, to present 
Captain Jonathon Castle with the 
brief warning, written in French and 
English. 

The “contiguous zone” is the 12 
nautical miles outside the normal 
12-mile territorial limit. Once any 
ship penetrates that zone, a written 
warning is issued. 

The Greenpeace environmental 
organization is in the area to protest 
the planned underground testing of 
French nuclear weapons on Murur- 
oa. which the ecologists claim is 
harmful. President Francois Mitter- 
rand has ordered the navy to prevent 
any Greenpeace penetration of the 
area, by force if necessary.

Tory chairman being tipped 
as successor to Thatcher 


BLACKPOOL (Reuter). - The 
annual conference of Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher's ruling Con- 
servative Party opened yesterday 
with a bitter attack on the opposition 
Labour Party by her new public 
relations chief, Norman TebbiL 

Tebbit, widely-tipped as a long- 
term successor to Thatcher as party 
leader, spent much of a 31-minute 
speech denouncing the Labour Party 
as being controlled by left-wing ex- 
tremists. 

The speech was aimed at calming 
Conservative nerves after an opinion 
poll indicating Labour leader Neil 
Kinnock has for the first time re- 
placed Thatcher as Britain's 
favourite party head. 

The weekend poll, which put 
Labour seven per cent ahead of the 
Conservatives, reflected Kinnock’s 


tough stand against his own left wing 
at the Labour conference last week. 

“What a vintage Labour Party 
conference that was." Tebbit said. 
“The sheer spite, the venom, the bile 
and the hatred of the Labour Party 
for each other, let alone us, was 
there displayed for all to see. ” 

Tebbit, 54. ex-trade minister and 
new party chairman, was emerging 
as the four-day meeting's key figure. 

Tebbit is charged with' revamping 
the party's image amid poll indica- 
tions that Thatcher. 60. is fading as 
the Conservatives’ main electoral 
asset. 

He described as opportunistic the 
centrist liberal-Sotial Democratic 
Party Alliance. 

The Alliance now gets 30 to 35 per 
cent in opinion polls. 


Puerto Rico mudslide buries hundreds 


PONCE, Puerto Rico (Reuter). - 
Rescue worken dug with their, bare 
hands yesterday through thick mud, 
looking for an estimated 150 victims 
trapped in their beds when a moun- 
tainside collapsed after three days of 
heavy rains. 

Authorities said 39 bodies had 
been recovered, bringing to 84 the 
number of confirmed deaths from 
the storm. Governor Rafael HeT- 
nandez Colon said the storm caused 
Puerto Rico's worst flooding disaster 
in 50 years. 

Another 45 deaths were, con- 


firmed in other parts of the island, 
including three police officers whose 
patrol car was thrown into a raging 
torrent when a bridge washed out 
near Santa Esabel. 1 More deaths 
were feared from that bridge col- 
lapse. 

About 200 homes, or one-fourth 
the number of residences in the 
south coast city of Ponce, had been 
buried by the early morning muds- 
lide. 

Officials said there was little hope 
of finding survivors . 


Defeated Soares to contest presidency 


LISBON (Reuter). - Outgoing Por- 
tuguese Prime Minister Mario 
Soares said yesterday be would still 
run for the presidency in January 
despite his Socialist Party's defeat in 
Sunday's general election by its for- 
mer coalition partners, the Social 
Democrats. 

Soares, speaking to reporters after 
meeting President Antonio 
Ramalho Hanes, said be would stay 
on as caretaker prime minister until 
Eanes named a new head of govern- 
ment. 

“I maintain my candidacy (for the 
presidency) and I will exercise my 
duties as prime minister until the 
end,'' he said. 

He added that a request he had 
made to Eanes on Monday to be 


relieved of bis duties as caretaker 
premier was an attempt to smooth 
the transfer of power to the victo- 
rious Social Democrats. 

Social Democratic Party (PSD) 
leader Anibal Cavaco Silva was due 
to meet Eanes yesterday to discuss 
the formation of Portugal's 16th gov- 
ernment since the 1974 armed forces 
revolution which toppled a right- 
wing dictatorship. 

Almost complete returns from 
Sunday's poll gave the Social Demo- 
crats 85 seats, 10 more than in the 
last election in 1983. The Socialists’ 
1983 tally of 101 was cut to just 55 
seats, while the newly formed 
Democratic Renewal Party, which 
supports Eanes, got a pivotal role in 
the next parliament with 45 seats. 


Anti-apartheid day of prayer 
could bringS A to standstill 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Anti- 
apartheid groups are, hoping that 
thousands of workers and students 
will attend religious services today 
calling for the end of white minority 
rule in South Africa. 

This will be the first anti-apartheid 
strike since last November, when a 
two-day boycott paralyzed the in- 
dustrial heartland of South Africa 
around Johannesburg. Today's ac- 
tion is being billed as a nationwide 
day of prayer. 

In other developments, police said 
yesterday (hey shot and killed two 
black rioters and wounded two 
others in scattered disturbances 
around the country. 

Meanwhile, a wind-swept fire 
broke out in a massive squatter camp 
near Cape Town. There were no 


immediate reports of casualties, but 
the fire was said by witnesses tq be 
spreadihp through Crossroads^, the 
blade' shanty town east of Cape 
Town. 

Ambulances and fire-fighting 
crews did not arrive until more than 
an hour after the fire broke out. 
Witnesses said police and army units 
retreated in the free of the flames. 

Also in Crossroads, police said 
they opened fire on a black mob 
heaving petrol bombs at a private 
truck. Two other rioters suffered 
wounds, they said. . 

Police said arsonists extensively 
damaged a school east of Cape Town 
and two outside Port Elizabeth; and 
blacks throwing petrol bombs des- 
troyed agovernment vehicle outside 
Durban. 


West sees ‘degenerates’ 
as freedom fighters - Pravda 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - the Com- 
munist Party daily Pravda yesterday 
accused the West of distorting the 
Soviet Union’s human rights record, 
and regarding as political prisoners 
people who had committed common 
crimes against the Soviet state. 

The newspaper said that “de- 
generates,” judged under Soviet law 
to have committed crimes against 
socialist law, are portrayed in the 

West as “fighters for human rights, 

suffering for their own convictions. ” 

The strongly-worded article 
echoed Kremlin leader Mikhail Gor- 

bachev’s uncompromising stance on 
human rights issues during his offi- 

cial visit to France last week. 

In a freak with precedent, Soviet 
television viewers saw their leader- 

confronted with questions by jour- 

nalists in Paris about political prison- 
ers and dissidents. 

Asked about exiled Nobel Peace 


Prize winner Andrei Sakharov and 
jailed Jewish activist Anatoly 
Shcharansky, Gorbachev repeated 
the Kremlin line that they were com- 
mon cr iminals .

U.S., USSR, Japan 
okay flight safely plan 

TOKYO (AP). - Japan, the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union agreed yester- 
day on measures to ensure the safety 
of commercial flights over the north- 
ern Pacific to prevent the recurrence 
of the Korean Air Lines disaster in 
1983 which killed 269 people. 

Under the agreement, the three 
countries will establish an 
“emergency co mmuni cations line” 
to exchange information among the 
civil aviation area control centres 
(ACCS) in Tokyo, Khabarovsk, In 
the Soviet Far East, and Anchorage, 
Alaska, in case of an emergency, the 
Foreign Ministry said. 

After veering off about 540 
kilometres west of the normal 
Anchor age-to-Tokyo air corridor, 
the Korean Air Lines jumbo jet was 
shot down by a Soviet jet fighter on 
September 1, 1983 over the Soviet 
island of S akhalin , north of Japan's 
northernmost main island of Hok- 
kaido. All 269 people aboard flight 
007, bound from New York to Seoul 
via Anchorage, were killed.

Today’s infantry conscripts are ev- 
ery bit as capable and committed as 
the men who established the Israel 
Defence Forces fighting tradition.

react effectively in a hostile environ- 
ment. 

The budget cutbacks were being 
felt in restricted use of ammunition 
and less training with armoured per- 
sonnel carriers.

The residents ignore them; every- 
thing is quiet but tense.

Meanwhile, they are organizing. 
Community groups are meeting con- 
stantly. committees are being estab- 
lished and alternative structures are 
being created - alternative educa- 
tion, and alternative black press. 

□ THE WALLS of Cape Town are 
foe canvasses of political graffiti 
artists. Someone wrote "1.400 De- 
tainees Already" in large green let- 
ters, to which someone else replied, 
“Not Enough."

withdrawal from Lebanon in June, 
foe corps had been able to concen- 
! trite on its main mission - becoming 
battle-ready. 

The corps, which had borne the 
brunt of the task of protecting the 
country's borders, had done so with 
great success. It had now been given 
foe task of restoring law and order in 
the administered territories.

A distorted report sub- 
sequently appeared 'about soldiers 
being disciplined for harassing local 
. residents. 

Although Mordechai's name was 
recently in the headlines because of 
bis involvement in the case of two 
terrorists killed after the rescue op- 
eration to free passengers on a hi- 
jacked Egged bus last year, none of 
the officers, or reporters, touched on 
the topic. 

Mordechai was acquitted by a 
high-level army disciplinary court of 
using excessive force on foe captured 
terrorists. With Mordechai’s acquit- 
tal the army regards the matter as 
closed, although three other soldiers 
and eight security personnel are still 
to be tried for their part in the 
incident.

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EC leaders, industrialists 
call for high-tech effort 


STRASBOURG (Reuter). - Lead- 
ing politicians and industrialists cal- 
led for foe European Community to 
make a sustained effort to close the 
high-technology gap between 
Europe and its major trading part- 
ners. the U.S. and Japan. 

European Commission President 
Jacques Delors told a conference 
here this week that Europe must 
close the gap if it is to cut unemploy- 
ment and maintain its independ- 
ence. 

Growth in output of high- 
technology goods has not exceeded 
5% a year in Europe since 1972, 
compared to peak levels of 7.6% in 
the U.S. and 14% in Japan. “But it’s 
not too late." Delors said. 

He was speaking at a conference 
of industrialists, scientists and politi- 
cians called before a two-day debate 


on high-technology in the European 
parliament, which started yesterday. 

Carlo de Benedetti, Chairman of 
Olivetti, told the conference Europe 
must be able to translate new dis- 
coveries into industrialist products 
and move from piecemeal national 
funding to European backing for 
high-tech projects. 

Benedetti and Delors both told 
the conference a European high- 
tech revolution would only be possi- 
ble with a truly common market, 
open to competition but with com- 
mon financial and legal structures. 

Parliament president Pierre Pflim- 
lin told the conference: “European 
opinion must be aware ...how 
Europe - for the first time not the 
originator of an industrial revolution 
— can regain its place among the 
leaders.” . 


Fertilizer imports said to threaten Haifa jobs

HAIFA. - The refusal by the Indus- 
try' and Trade Ministry to cancel a 
licence allowing the import of nitrate 
fertilizers from Rumania is likely to 
result in the dismissal of scores of 
workers at the Fertilizers and Che- 
micals factory here. This was stated 
yesterday by acting Haifa labour 
council secretary Yehuda Ben-Nun. 


The council had earlier urged the 
ministry to withdraw the import li- 
cence because of the threat to jobs. 
But the ministry rejected the appeal, 
arguing that the competition would 
not barm Fertilizers and Chemicals, 
which has a monopoly on the home 
market. 

The council will consider what 
further action to take at its secretar- 
iat meeting next Monday.

Squeeze them till 
the pips squeak 

For some time now, on both the personal acquaintance 
level and through the various media, it lias bees impossi- 
ble to avoid consumer honrc stories. These can be of the 
"I only wanted to buy a little gift for my spouse/friends/ 
family, but the item cost me (insert astronomic figure) in 
the shop on (street in high-class area).” Or they dan take 
the fonn of a report on the extraordinary business 
turnover and (by implication) profits by an establishment 
or group of shops or even whole shopping centre, again 
usually catering to residents of an upper-income-bracket 
locality. 

The message in these stories is basically the same. Poor 
innocent consumers are being held to commercial ran- 
som by rapacious merchants. These busin es smen take 
advantage of their power - whether it stems from a 
national or local monopoly or from the ignorance of the 


or possibly even sub-standard goods. 

Tf all tins were so, it would be a grievous wrong and, to 
use that most original phrase, something should be done 
about it. We see, for example, that naughty shopkeepers 
who dare to overcharge on items that are subject to price 
controls , have their hides Bayed when they are 
caught. Before they can say “Yankel Rubinstein’' they 
are whisked off to special courts and the results are given 
maximum publicity. “Haim Ohana, a grocer from Dxmo- 
na, was yesterday fined ISx million for overcharging two 
six-year-old children by IS20 on an ice-cream costing 
IS2.000." This is the daily fare of this sort of announce- 
ment. 

Two things stand out from the repetitious background 
noise that these fines have become. First, they are almost 
always directed at small shopkeepers, most often in 
development towns. Secondly, the unspoken assumption 
is that the shopkeeper is a vicious cr iminal and a menace 
to society, so that the quite disproportionate fines are 
usually applauded as a legitimate means for society to 
protect itself. In these respects, the shopkeepers of the 
inner-city slum areas and the development towns on the 
one hand, and their well-to-do brethren in the boutiques 
of North Tel Aviv, on the other, are in the same boat 

Yet it is by no means dear that their collective guilt

West German shares set daily records 


FRANKFURT (Reuter). - West 
German share prices are hitting re- 
cord highs, buoyed by strong corpo- 
rate performance and increasing in- 
vestment from overseas, and many 
analysts see no immediate end to the 
market’s rise. 

The Commerzbank index of 60 
leading shares this week posted its 
fifth all-time high in six trading days, 
up more than 12 points from Friday, 
to 1,604.9 and nearly 500 points up 
on the year. 

Last Thursday the Frankfurter 
Allgemeine Zeitung index, which 


started the year at 385.17, touched a 
record 541.70. 

Overall shares are up 40% bom 
their January values. “Germany is 
looking really strong and I can’t see 
any reason for prices to come 
down," Roger Hornett, senior 
analyst with London analysts -Tames 
Capel . said in a telephone interview. 

Some domestic forecasters say 
prices must flatten out soon, 
although no protracted downturn is 
likely until late next year. Their 
colleagues argue the West Germans 
are being over-cautious. 


Unemployment in Asia likely to rise 


MELBOURNE (Reuter). - Unem- 
ployment in Asian and Pacific coun- 
tries is likely to increase and living 
standards will drop. International 
Labour Organization (ILO) chief 
Francis Blanchard said last week. 

Job opportunities could be cut as 
the number of young people of 
working age rose, as possibilities for 


emigration narrowed and as migrant 
workers returned home, the ILO 
director-general told a conference of 
Asian and Pacific labour ministers . 
here. 

More than 120 delegates from 28 
countries are attending the four-day 
conference, a biennal forum for dis- 
cussing regional labour issues.

People pay freely for what they are offered*. If they 
can't be bothered comparing prices - after all the 
expensive propaganda campaigns directed at them on 
this subject - or don't know that foe same goods are i 
available not far away at much lower cost, then they 
deserve to be fleeced. The "victims” are nothing other 
than “suckers,” and eveiy merchant knows that such 
people are really just asking to have part of their 
resources transferred to his pocket. 

If any shikun neighbourhood has a store which chisels 
on the price of controlled items, its residents should have 
enough sense of community to boycott it, instead of 
hoping that one of foe Industry Ministry’s inspectors will 
come round and haul foe owner off to court. 

tf these things don’t happen, then it merely indicates 
that people - whether rich or poor - have no idea how to 
look after their own interests and shows why foe 
government does everything— because it is expected to. 

If, to put matters very plainly, the price of tomatoes 
rises within four weeks from IS500 per kfio to IS2.500, 
and people still buy them as it if was inconceivable to live 
without them for a while, then it’s not foe fault of the 
tomatoes, or their sellers, but of the buyers alone.

Senate leaders plan short 
extension of national debt 


WASHINGTON (Reuter ) . - Senate 
leaders yesterday worked on a deal 
to renew the government’s borrow- 
ing authority temporarily to get over 
the threat of rite first U.S. default in 
history. 

Senate Democratic minority lead- 
er Robert Byrd said he and Republi- 
can leader Bob Dole wanted to pass 
yesterday a stopgap debt bill to con- 
tinue Treasury borrowing authority 
fortendays. ... 

In anticipation of this action, the 
Treasury announced it would auc- 
tion off $5 billion in Treasury’ bills 
today, assuming Congress passes the 
debt bill. 

The stopgap bill would break the 
impasse that has paralyzed the Sen- 
ate since last Thursday in its ability 
to lift the statutory debt ceiling - 
from t$l,800b. to more than S2.000 
b, •_ 

The S2,000b. bill would renew the 
f government's ihuar^wmg. autj$rj$y 


for a year, until the new ceiling was 
reached. 

Democrats have stalled a Republi- 
can debt bill amendment for a pro- 
cess to require a balanced budget by 
1992 through huge spending cuts. 

They said they want to study the 
Republican plan and drafted one of 
their own to balance the budget by 
1990, through spending cuts and a 
minimum tax on businesses and indi- 
viduals legally escaping income 
taxes.

There was a boom in the country's 
industrial production during the first 
half of the year, figures released 
yesterday by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics show. Industrial output 
was 6% to 7% higher m the first half 
of 1985 than in the same period last 
year. 

The CBS figures also show that in 
I the three months preceding the laun- 
ching of the government’s emergen- 
cy economic plan, industrial produc- 
tion rose by 2%,' 'a pace that trans- 
lates into an 8% annual rate of 
increase. 

In the first quarter of 1985, indust- 
rial production had already shown a 
significant increase of some 3.5% 
over the previous three months. 

The figures also show that the rise 
in output was a result of higher 
productivity. Industry in the first six 
mouths of the year absorbed some 
3,000 additional workers, a rise of 
about 1% . while increasing the num- 
ber of days worked by about half a 
percentage point. 

But the higher productivity was 
not followed by higher wages. 
According to the figures industrial 
wages were some 3.5% higher com- 
pared to the first half of 1985. while 
output rose by some 7%.

TEL AVTV. - When trading re- 
sumed yesterday after the last of the 
series of long weekends, the share 
market made no dramatic move in 
either direction, while bonds pro- 
vided most of the interest. 

The increased volume in bonds 
stemmed from buying orders, pri- 
marily from institutional investors, 
but with speculative interest from 
the public also evident, as the Octo- 
ber 31 deadline for the bank share 
money draws steadily nearer. Both 
index-linked and dollar-Iinked series 
were generally higher. This positive 
opening to the post-holiday period 
augurs well for the bond market, at 
least in the immediate future. 

Interestingly, though, the positive 
trend did not spill over into the 
‘•arrangement'' bank shares. Predic- 
tions that this sector would benefit 
from demand, in view of the high 
yields available, have so far been 
confounded - since prices spurted to 
their present levels from tbe trough 
of early September. The “free” 
shares achieved a better balance, 
after two days of falls last week. 
Although most sectors still ended in 
the minus column, the losses were 
negligible, except for the 2.28% 
drop in the real estate group. 

Tlie weekly Treasury bill auctions 
were noteworthy for the very small 
amounts of money they attracted. 
The 28-day bill traded less than JS14 
billion, and the 56-day bill added 
barely lS4b.

OF ALL THE members of the European Community, none 
has been more voluble in its support for the PLO and more 
tolerant of Palestinian terrorism, even while protesting its keen 
interest in the cause of Arab-Israeli peace, than Italy. 

Information recently come to light reveals a fairly consistent 
pattern of cooperation between the Italian secret services and 
PLO operatives, whereby the terrorists* use of Italian soil for 
their purposes would be ignored in exchange for their pledge 
not to harm Italy itself. Politically, Italy's championship of the 
PLO s cause has gone beyond anything that might be required 
under the terms of the Venice Declaration — and, contrary to 
the initial impression, this pattern was not broken by Premier 
Shimon Peres’s visit to Rome earlier this year. 

Pointedly , that visit had been preceded by a meeting between 
Italian Premier Bettino Craxi, Mr. Peres's colleague in the 
Socialist International, and Yasser Axafat in nearby Tunis last 
December. 

There is nothing to suggest that Mr. Craxi advised the PLO 
chief on that occasion to avoid using Tunisian territory as a 
springboard for terrorist acts. Nor is there any indication that 
Italian Defence Minister Giovanni Spadolini - personally an 
avowed friend of Israel, who declares himself proud to be a 
Zionist - warned President Habib Bourguiba, while reporting 
to him on the Peres-Craxi talks, that moderate Tunisia might ' 
suffer from the presence on its soil of the PLO’s military 
headquarters. 

Rome's reactions to the train of events that started with the 
Lamaca massacre two weeks ago need not, therefore, have 
come as any surprise. The murder of the three Israelis in the 
Cyprus harbour did not elicit any condemnation whatever from 
Mr. Craxi; but Israel's subsequent air raid on the PLO 
headquarters near Tunis drew from him a more ferocious 
response than it did even from the Tunisian foreign minister. 
The raid, he said, had been a display of “terrorist violence” 
inappropriate for “a civilized state.” 

But Mr. Craxi and his cabinet did not make do with words. 
When the foreign ministers of the European Community, after 
some hesitation, finally decided to put off scheduled economic 
talks with Israel, in retaliation for the air force raid, it was 
Italy's Foreign Minister Giulio Andreotti who was reported to 
have been the moving spirit behind the decision. 

' Now it turns out that Italy is itself a victim of Palestinian 
terrorism. For the moment, however, Italy’s government 
leaders seem to be mainly concerned that the piratical takeover 
of the Achille Lauro just outside the port of Alexandria should 
not spoil their chummy relationship with the “mainstream’' 
PLO. They are satisfied that the perpetrators of .this attack 
were not Yasser Arafat's men but agents of one or another of 
the factions opposing him. In that case, apparently, they have 
nothing to feel contrite about, nor any need to fear any 
long-range consequences for themselves. 

Perhaps, in time, they will come to realize that there is no 
particularly glaring difference between the taking - and then 
killing - of Israeli hostages in Larnaca for the release of some 
Palestinian terrorists jailed in Israel, and the taking of - as it 
happens - non-Israeli hostages for the release of some other 
Palestinian terrorists jailed in Israel, and murdering the 
hostages one by one to underscore their demands. The only 
difference is that while Arafat is willing to employ his barbarous 
methods to advance, at this time, limited political goals before 
he goes on to his final solution, his opponents view the resort to 
bloody murder as useful only for the immediate achievement of 
the grand strategic goal of Israel's elimination. 

Italy's government evidently believe that they can still 
choose between varieties of Palestinian terrorism - and pick the 
“peaceful” kind. They are apt to discover that, in order to sup 
safely with the terrorist devil, they need a longer spoon than 

thev can wield.

A friend 

FINDING themselves in a world that is not uniformly distin- 
guished by* its friendliness, some Israelis, notably on the right of 
the political spectrum, have made something of a national sport 
out of trying to lose such friends as this country does have and of 
winning fresh enemies. 

Richard von Weizsaecker, who arrived here yesterday on 
what is the first visit by a president of the German Federal 
Republic, has long been a genuine friend. That is not because 
he necessarily agrees with the Israeli viewpoint on each and 
every issue of bilateral or multilateral interest to the two 
countries. Rather it is because he openly acknowledges what 
numerous highly placed Germans, and non-Germans as well, 
are anxious to deny - that reconciliation between Germans and 
Israelis must be firmly anchored in the memory of the past. 
Particularly in the memory of the Holocaust. 

This belief Mr. von Weizsaecker reaffirmed in his Bundestag 
address last May 8 marking the 40th anniversary of the Allied 
victory over the Nazis, which President Haim Herzog, in 
welcoming his guest at Ben Gurion Airport yesterday, hailed as 
“one of the most important documents of our age.” And he 
repeated it again in responding to Mr. Herzog. 

Incredibly, some Herutniks vowed, some weeks ago already, 
and without any protest by their leaders, to demonstrate 
against Mr. von Weizsaecker's visit, and at - of all places- Yad 
Vashem. 

The immediate excuse for this show of ill-will is the disclosure 
this week that - a rather odd coincidence - Bonn has struck a 
massive arms supply deal with Saudi Arabia, a country still 
formally at war with Israel. This news will doubtless cast its pall 
on the West German president's visit, and it has already been 
the topic of some argument with Mr. von Weizsaecker and his 
entourage, which includes the foreign minister, Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher. But for the demonstrating Herutniks this is merely 
an ex post facto pretext. 

Where Germans act against Israel’s vital national interests, 
they should be told so, and in no uncertain terms. But, as 
Konrad Adenauer observed ruefully on a visit to Jerusalem 
some two decades ago. “If (German) goodwill is not recog- 
nized, nothing good can come of it.” 
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INDONESIANS will be 
allowed to keep wild 
elephants as pets as part of 
a programme to get people and 
animals in jungle regions to live 
peacefully side by side, the Indone- 
sian government has announced.

Rampaging elephants in Sumatra 
have seriously interfered with Jakar- 
ta’s plans to settle poor farmers from 
overcrowded Java on outlying is- 
lands. The elephants have damaged 
crops and property and in some cases 
have killed people.

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Summitry and the 
status quo

THE CLOSER the Reagan- 
Gorbachev summit, the higher the 
tension in the international political 
atmosphere. 

At this stage, it seems there are 
powerful forces on both sides which 
would like to torpedo the meeting 
and prevent any radical change in 
international affairs. Apparently 
there are forces on both sides which 
benefit from international tension 
and would like to maintain the status 
quo. 

Moreover, it seems that hard- 
liners on both sides have at least a 
tacit agreement that it is in their 
mutual interest to leave things the 
way they are. 

The American hard-liners are 
afraid that a new round of detente 
would only benefit the Soviet Union 
since it would permit Moscow to 
ignore its deep crisis - or, at least, to 
softpedal it. And the Soviet hard- 
liners are afraid that any change in 
Soviet national goals towards more 
moderation would make Soviet fore- 
ign policy less assertive, would en- 
danger the political stability of the 
Pax Sovietica. Moreover, there are 
power politics involved in the Soviet 
hard-liners wanting to torpedo any 
Soviet-American consensus since it 
would mean their decline. Should 
the Reagan-Gorbachev meeting not 
be a success, this would be a blow to 
the Gorbachev group. 

This will not be the first time since 
World War II that influential people 
in the USSR will do their best to 
sabotage ad hoc Soviet-Western 
meetings. It happened to Khrush- 
chev several times. Ms crucial meet- 
ing with Eisenhower in 1960 was 
upset by the famous U-2 incident; on 
the eve of their meeting in Pam, an 
American reconaissance plane was 
shot down by a Soviet missile. It was 
certainly not a Khrushchev jnitia- 
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tive, and he was pushed in a comer 
by what the military did. He took 
responsibility On himself in order to 
avoid harsh internal criticism. It is 
also known that Khrushchev was 
planning an important trip to West 
Germany at the end of 1964. Soviet 
intelligence, controlled by Khrush- 
chev’s political enemies, moved to 
torpedo this meeting and even 
arranged provocations against West 
German personnel in Moscow. 
Khrushchev was ousted in October 
1964, and this visit did not material- 
ize. 

Hard-liners are afraid of the poli- 
tical results of such meetings. They 
are afraid of the consolidation of 
personal power of rival leaders. 

THE STRANGE turmoil in the 
Soviet intelligence network results in 
new KGB and GRU defectors to the 
West, which is one symptom of the 
behind-the-scenes struggle. Recent 
instances surprisingly remind one of 
what was happening on the eve of 
Khrushchev's downfall, when many 
important Soviet intelligence offic- 
ers defected to the West, and several 
important moles or double agents 
were toppled, including Yisrael 
Be'erhere. 

The internal opposition to Gor- 
bachev migh t risk doing something 
more serious. It might provoke some 
local conflicts, which would cast 
doubts on Gorbachev's credibility. 
The Middle East is a fertile ground 
for such provocations, and there is a 
good probability that Syria might be 
provoked to initiate some limited 
hostility to make the Gorbachev- 
Reagan meeting problematic. 

The international terrorist net- 
work is controlled by the dangerous- 
ly independent International De- 
partment' of the Communist Party 
Central Committee (a he;N;d of 


aggressive imperialism). Some 
dramatic terrorist acts on the eve of 
the meeting should not be ruled out. 

The Reagan-Gorbachev meeting 
has many implications for the in- 
ternational scene, and certainly for 
the Middle East as an important area 
of Soviet-American relations, and it 
is in oar vital interests- that any 
confrontation between the two su- 
perpowers be limited as much as 
possible. However, in spite of the 
global dimension of the Middle East 
conflict, it is (oral in origin, and 
every country in the region has its 
own interests, 'which might differ 
from the interests of the superpow- 
ers. 

Oddly enough the hardline circles 
on both sides of the conflict do their 
best to exclude Israel from any nego- 
tiating process and to make this 
country entirely dependent on the 
will of the current American admi- 
nistration. The most important im- 
pticatioo is that the good current 
relations between the U.S. and 
Israel might change under the next 
American administration or the one 
after that. 

American hard-line circles have 
mobilized their resources in Israel in 
order to persuade the Israeli govern- 
ment to subjugate its foreign policy 
to Washington, or, for example, to 
make the problem of Soviet Jews 
exclusively a problem of Soviet- 
American relations. This demand 
mirrors the position of the Soviet 
hard-liners, who do not regard Israel 
as an independent state, but only as 
an extension of American imperial- 
ism or of world Zionism, whose 
centre is in the U.S. This policy not 
only makes the Israeli position very 
vulnerable, but is also a direct chal- 
lenge to Israel’s existence as a na- 
tion. Israel was created on the basis 
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of an idea, the national sovereignty 
of the Jewish people. Israelis live'in a 
belligerent situation and must have 
many more commitments to their 
country in comparison to the dozens 
of other countries because of wars, 
extended military service, terrorist 
attacks and economic difficulties. 
When people press stupid demands 
to make Israel's sovereign will sub- 
servient to Washington, they belittle 
the necessity of all the commitments 
of the Israeli population. Would it 
not be better simply to move to the 
U.S.? 

American politicians who hope to 
influence Israel in this bizarre way 
don't understand the power of 
the Jewish national idea, just as they 
don't understand the power of any 
national ideal. This American mis- 
conception has already wrought de- 
vastating results in South Vietnam, 
Iran and Africa, but it will not hap- 
pen in Israel. 


THE U.S is our closest and most 
reliable ally, and this niusi be a basic 
tenet of Israeli foreign policy. But it 
would be extremely counter- 
productive. both tor Israel and for 
the U.S.. if Washington were to 
regard Israel merely as its extension. 

It would make the Soviet position 
much tougher in this area with a 
consistent' wish to have a Soviet 
extension in the Middle East, in 
order to balance the American influ- 
ence. 

Moreover there is the impression , 
that many American and Western'" 
European businessmen and politi- 
cians don't want any change at all in 
the current slams quo in the Middle 
East. Nobody knows what the paci- 
fication of the Middle East would . 
bring, while, for example, there are 
many benefit, for the armament in- 
dustry in different countries when 
money paid by Western stales is 1 
recycled back very quickly. Peace 
would mean that France for one 
would lose its privileged position ;is 
the only acceptable W e stern count ry 
for militant Arab countries and so 


FAILED ABSURDITY

Sir, - Yehezkel Cohen's assertion 
(September 27) that Jewish identity 
needs rethinking itself demands 
rethinking. The only thin g worse 
than a wrong idea is a wrong idea 
that doesn't work. “Secular Juda- 
ism” is an absurdity, moreover it is 
an absurdity that has been tried and 
has failed miserably. 

I agree with Cohen that Judaism is 
not “a system of quaint and peculiar 
religious precepts and command- 
ments." Rather, it is a religious 
civilization, embodying philosophy, 
literature, civil law, and a way of life 
that aims at refining the human char- 
acter and sanctifying the entirety of 
man's experience. Like other civi- 
lizations, it bas a people, land and 
language. Uniquely, it is grounded 
on spiritual and ethical principals. 
An attempt to "remove the religious 
dimension,'' as Cohen advocates, is 
as historically false as it is shallow. 

“Secular Judaism” has been tried. 
Half a century ago, in North Amer- 
ica " Yiddishism ” was being prop- 
agated by the Yiddish press and the 
Volk-schule movement, the 
Arbeiter-ring and the Bund. The 
grandchildren df the '* Yiddishism, " 
despite their grandparents' immer- 
sion in ethnic Jewishness, are usually 
ignorant not only of " Yiddishkeit 
but also of Yiddish. Here in the State 
of Israel, two generations have been 
raised tragically ignorant of their 
heritage. Their knowledge of Heb- 
rew, modern Hebrew literature, 
Jewish history and the historical 
narratives of the Bible has not pre- 
vented large numbers of them from 
emigrating and losing the last ves- 
tiges of their Jewishness overseas. 

Studies made about a decade ago, 
among students from religious and 
secular institutions, indicate a high 
correlation between religious 
observance and a commitment to 


being Jewish, staying Jewish and 
remaining in Israel. Yiddishism and 
secular Zionism simply haven't suc- 
ceeded in engendering commitment, 
from one generation to the next, in 
the way that traditional Judaism has. 
Dilated, denatured and de- 
spiri realized “secular Judaism” can 
never approach the original, authen- 
tic variety in profundity, beauty, 
warmth, meaningfulness and in- 
spiration. 

' Orthodox Jews do not believe in . 
the survival of the Jewish People on 
faith alone. The Jewish population 
of the Middle Ages was a fraction of 
the size of that of today, and their 
material situation was infinitely 
worse. Yet they not only survived, 
but flourished creatively. More stu- 
dents of Tore live today than at any 
other time in history. Great institu- 
tions of Jewish learning exist abroad 
and in Israel. The very existence of 
the State provides a focus for the 
vestigal Jewish identity of many 
Jews, and to the extent that Israel’s 
national character reflects Jewish 
values and tradition, that identity is 
given content. Our concern is not 
with the preservation of the Jewish 
People, but rather with the survival 
of people as Jews in the diaspora and 
here. 

As a Jewish educator in the 
United States and in Israel, I have 
seen that quality intensive Torn 
education produces committed 
Jews. The issue of presenting Juda- 
ism to the non-observant is not a 
simple one, but done with creativity 
and sensitivity, it has been extremely 
successful in enriching the know- 
ledge and commitment of even those 
who remain non-observant. A 
tremendous task lies before all com- 
mitted Jews. Why sabotage potential 
successes by trying old failures .’
